The Chinese Experience 
In America 


(The ftollowing is by Him Mark Lai，director of The Chinese of 
America, 178$-1980 exhibit， and of the 1980 National Conference on 
Chinese American Studies. It is taken from the introduction to the 
catalogue written torthe exhibit. Segments of the Introduction discuss- 
ing personnel have been extracted. Ed.) 


The American people，with the exception of the 
aboriginal Amaerican Indians and Blacks who were 
forcibly brought here as slaves, is composed of Immi- 
grants and their descendants. Although the majority 
of the immigrants came from Europe, a number also 
came from Asia. Among the Asian immigrants Were 
the Chinese. 

Chinese Immilgration has always accounted tor only 
a Small percentage oft the total Immigration to thils 
nation. Even to thils day the Chinese American popu- 
lation amounts to only 0.2 to 0.3 percent of the total 
Population. In spite of their smallnumbers, however， 
the Chinese in America have made a Signiftcant im- 
pact on American society,， Soclally， economically and 
politically. Thelir history Spans two centuries, and ls 8 
Story which deserves to be made known to all Amerl- 
cans. 

In 1978 the Chinese Historical Socliety of America 
in San Francisco Presented a plctorial history of the 
Chinese in America throusgh a traveling historical ex- 
hibit entitled Jorrmeys Made，Jorxrmeys io3sCome. In 
1979 a permanent exhibit，The Promaise or Cold 
AMfovniaz，was installed in its museum. Simllar Small- 

.Scale exhibits on the Chinese in America had also 
been Presented in other cities. 工 he exhibition 7ZHe 
CHPipnese of 411zazerica, 1785-17980 however' is the most 
comprehensive exhibit of its kind. 

The exhlibition was concelved to be of an interpreta- 
tive nature, consisting of artifacts, photographs, Prints， 
engravings, maps and graphs together with narrative 
texts portraying Chinese American history and culture 
In lts rich diverslty. Aifter iopening at the Chinese 
Culture Center in 1980、 it will travel from there to 
majior cities throughout the- U.S. In each city，the 
main exhibit may be supplemented with an exhibit on 
the local Chinese American community. 

Theexhibition is divided into three major sections : 
(1) The Coming (1785$-1882)，(2) TIhe Exclusion 
(1882-1943)，and (3) The River of Many Streams 
(1943-1980). They present the development of Chi- 
nese American society in all its complexities as well as 
the role the Chinese Americans played in American 
society from the earliest days to 1980. It ls the Story of 
a people who, in spite of adversity, doggedly and per- 
sistently pursued their right to stand beside other 
Americans as equal partners in American Society. 芷 
there are any lessons to be learned from the Chinese 
American experience as Presented in the exhibition: it 
is that all people's skills and talents can be most effec- 
tively used for the good of the whole society only 
when all of the society's basic democratic Principles 
are applied. It is hoped that atter viewing the exhibi- 
tion, the visitor will leave with that thought in mind. 
This presentation will then have Succeeded in making 
a smiall contribution toward a_ better_ understanding 
among ethnic groups in America today. 图

REALISTIC 

The work also bears the stamp 
of Jack Chen 一 author，artist， 
and sinophile- extraordinaire。 
After three years of research and 
dedication as the projects cooT- 
dinator，Chen won public credit 
at the opening as the organizer 
who was “oldqest in age and 
Service.” 

In_ an earlier interview，Chen 
said _ the main purpose of the 
exhibit was to offer a “more 
reajlistic view of the. Chinese in 
America.”He said he was out to 
“smash the “coolie” stereotype” 
and demonstrate that the Chinese 
provided America with skilled 
]abor as well as the muscle to go 
He saidq the :exhibit also

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_Why Columbus Day? 


By NAIHAN S. TOM 
October appears to be quite a 


month for historical events. Octo- 


ber 10, 1911, is remembered as the 
date of China's…Independence,” 
the birth of the Republic、This 
date actually commemorates the 
first shot fired at Wuchang by the 
revolutionaries， October 1，1949， 
ls being celebrated as the day the 
People s Republic of China was 
established. Here in America，we 
remember October 1l2th (1492) as 
Columbus Day， Christopher Co- 
lumbus is given credit for discover- 
ing America，although he first 
landed on one of the Bahama 
Islands, then Cuba and later Haiti， 
as he was looking for China and 
India. 
After staying a couple of 
months，he sailed back to Spains 
Columbus made his way back to 
the“Americas”three more times. 
In his time，Columbus was not 
Iecognized for his discovery. In- 
stead，another Italian，Amerigo 
Vespucci，was given credit as the 
discoverer of the“Americas.” 
Vespucci aetually landed in 
South America and through his 
Prolifc writings，his discovery be- 
came well known throughout Eu- 
IOope and within a few years, map- 
makers used his name to mark the 
“New World.”However，in our 
American history books, Icelander 
Leif Ericsson,“Leif the Lucky,”is 
noted as the first“civilized””man 
to land in America，Pprobably in 
Newfoundland, during the start of 
the eleventh century. 
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930o why Columbus Day? 

In fact, it might just be the Chi- 
nese and not the Icelander or Ital- 
ians who discovered the New 
World. It has been reported that 
archaeologist James RMeoriarty 
of the University of San Diego has 
been able to confirm ancient Chi- 
nese mafritime activity off the Cali- 
fornia coast through the discovery 
of Chinese' stone anchors. 

The first discovery was in the 
waters near the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula where cylindrical and 
pyramid-shaped stone . objects 
were found in 1976. The second 
discovery was off Point Mendo- 
cino0， The find included a round 
stone with a thin deposit of man- 
ganese and a hole in the center. 
Analyzing the manganese layer, it 
was estimated that it took 2000 to 
3000 years of dormancy for the 
mineral coat to collect， 

Dr. Meoriarty is convinced that 
these stone anchors were _ from 
Chinese boats. Such anchors were 
unknown in the early maritime lite 
of the Pacifc Coast of North 
America， but were -standard 
equipment in ancient China. 

MINIATU 录 下 

Among the objects found in the 
1977-78 excavation of an Eastern 
Han dynasty (25-220 A.D.) tomb 
in Guangzhou ( 玫 wangchow or 
Canton) was an earthenware 
miniature boat with stone anchors 
on deck. Shipyard artifacts from 
the Qin (Chin) dynasty (221-206 
B.C.), recently dug out in Guang- 
zhou indicate ships were as large 
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as 00 tons. 

In the third century，one oft the 
Three Kingdoms claimed to have 
5000 boats，the largest of which 
could hold 3000 persons. By the 
fifth century，Chinese technology 
in naval navigation was advanced 
enough to make the crossing of the 
Paciftc Ocean a possibility. 

So why Columbus Day? 

TRADITIONS 

The early travelers ,landed in 
South America as unusually accu- 
rate accounts of the new land were 
Iecorded in the “History of Liang” 
(502-556 A.D.) during the period 
of the -Northern and Southern 
dynasties, There are uncanny simi- 
larities in certain marriage cus- 
toms and Prison traditions as well 
as in archaeological relics between 
early Chinese and early Latin 
American Societies. 

Antique clay figures found in 
Mexico have typical Chinese fea- 
tures and are dressed in costumes 
found in early Chinese periods: 
Old Mexican coins found are very 
Chinese. Evidence of early Chi- 
nese settlers being uncovered 
tends to Support the fact that Chi- 
nese discovered America. People 
have noted Chinese features in 
Eskimos as well as in Latinos. 
Early Chinese indeed traveled.

And USA at SF Film Festival

The People's Republic of 
China's lone entry in the SF Film 
Festival, “Anxious to Return,” is 
high on production values and 
stunning autumn Scenery, bnut 
paper-thin in plot and unsatisfying 
ln dramatic resolution . 

Set in 1939 during the Sino- 
Japanese war, the flm relates one 
soldiers attempts to' reunite with 
his unit. The hero, played by Zhao 
Erkang，has a conflict between 
duty to country and love of a 
widow. China's post-Gang of 
Four flmmakers are here willing 
to portray their heroes and hero- 
ines less perfect and more vulner- 
able to human frailties. We even 
have a heroine who makes a bold 
(by PRC film standards) step by 
initiating the hrst romantic move. 

There are several strong Sup- 
porting performances，and the 
central episode，Zhao Erkang's 
interlude with _ some scruffy，bnut 
basically honest gold miners，is 
well-crafted and dramatically 
sound.，Unfortunately the plot 
sputters and the ploddingly devel- 
oped romance isn't resolved. The 
ending makes the flm seem a frag: 
ment of a larger woOrk. 

Fascinating in the -flim is the 
bluntly derogatory Portrayal of the 
Japanese soldiers.， Such a treat- 
ment would be standard in a US 
flm set in that period，but from 
the diplomatically-conscious Chi- 
nese, it's abold attemptto indicate 
the anti-Japanese Spirit of the 
1930'"s, to Say the very least. 

The flm is worth catching and 
will be shown. thls Saturday at 7 
pm at the Castro Theatre. 

MANILA 
e“Manila: In the Claws of Dark- 
ness”1s a Philippines flm of raw 
anger about job exploitation and 
forced prostitution、The story fol- 
lows the sorrowful adventures of 
a young fsherman who goes to 
search for a childhood Sweetheart 
who has disappeared without a 
trace into the underworld in 


Manila. The flm must have been 
Iade partly in secret，since it in- 
dicts the government by implica- 
tion for ignoring widespread cor- 
ruption and exploitation. It'xs hard 
to believe that the Marcos govern- 
ment would like this hlm or its 
director,，Lina Brocka. 

There's an anti-Chinese element 
in the flm in that the gangster who 
is holding the young man2?s girl 
friend against her will is an:ethnic 
Chinese. The flm never says that 
the _ ethnic Chinese in Manila use 
their wealth to exploit the lower 
classes，but the implication is 
there. 

Despite some technical faults， 
slow points and a confusing begin- 
ning，the emotional power and 
stimulating political point of view 
make up for the deficiencies. The 
flm screens at the Castro，Thurs- 
day,， October 16, at 7 pm. 

RIVEETER 

e@e Two US documentaries, “The 
Life and Times of Rosie the Riv- 
eter” and…The Willimar8”are the 
double feature at the Castro at 
9:30 pm this Friday: The first flm， 
combining interviews with women 
who worked as welders and shipfit- 
ters during World War II with 
footage from newsreels and propa- 
ganda flms from the' 40?$S， is the 
much better documentary. 

The interviewers elicited mar- 
velously revealing and informative 
comments from the women. The 
wide chasm between what the 
newsreels Said at the time was hap- 
pening in the factories and ship- 
yards to the women, and what the 
women say really happened, is far 
more convincing than any heavy- 
handed commentary could ever 
be，The fact that three of the 
women are black_ and suffered 
racial discrimination beyond the 
prejudice they encountered as 
women adds an additional dimen- 
Sion to the documentary， One 
black woman's reminiscence of her 
rescue of a Filipino worker is alone 
worth the Price of admission: The 
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flm is tightly structured and my 
only complaint is that a few min- 
utes of the newsreel footage could 
have been_dropped.

“The Willmar 8,” directed by 
actress Lee Grant，documents a 
1977-1979，18-month strike by 
eight women against a_ bank in 
Willmar，Minnesota.

be more than milldiy supportive .
